New York's Factional Fights 
Do Damage Elsewhere. 


THE NOMINATION OF WHEELER.

He Will Perhaps Take Sume Democratic 
Votes Away from Morton that Hill Could 
Not Get and That Would Go to Morton 
if There Was No Third Party Ticket in 
the Field. 


WasHIneton, Oct. 12.—Developments 
in New York politics have given a de- 
cided setback to the hopes of the Demo 
‘rats here, 

When Senator Faulkner came back 
from his visit to New York last week, 
he brought with him the behef that the 
mauayers of the state and city cam- 
paigns would be able to arrange for a 
vaion of all their forces. and since that 


time information has come from other 
svurces that has Jed the leaders here to 
thimk that all the factions would be har- 
monized and that before the election 
the party would present a practically 
united front in the battle with the Re- 
publicaus. 

The action of the Shepardites in nom- 
inating an opposition candidate for gov- 
evnor and the action of the state Dem- 
oeracy in endorsing the union city tick- 
et consequently caused a great deal of 
surprise. Even the strong partisans of 
the administration in many instances 
have come to look upon the election of 
Senator Hill as one of the most import- 
ant things to be fought fur in the pres- 
ent campaign, and they do not hesitate 
to condemn any action tending tp divide 
the party in the coming electfon! 

At Democratic congressional head- 
quarters the manifestation of a faction- 
al opposition to the regular ticket had a 
particularly dampening effect, not only 
on account of the tendency it would 
have to weaken the fight in New York, 
but alsoon account of the depressing 
effect that it would have on the cam- 
paign for representatives in other states. 
The Democratic leaders hoped to have 
the inspiring spectacle presented of all 
the factions in New York throwing 
away all differences of opinion about 
minor and personal matters and fight- 
ing against the common enemy, so that 
they could point out that example as 
one to be followed by the party in other 
stafes. 

Men who are disposed to look for the 
bright lining to every cloud console 
themselves with the argument that the 
nomination of an independent candi- 
date for governor may not hurt Senator 
Hill as much as would at first appear. 
It is argued that it would bring to the 
polls some men who might otherwise 
remain away entirely, and thus swell 
the vote in opposition to the adoption 
of the proposed new constitution, and 
that it may prove to be actually benefi- 
cial to Senator Hill's candidacy by caus- 
ing votes to be cast for Wheeler which 
would be cast for Morton if there were 
not another Democratic candidate in 
the field. 

These men even say that if Mr. Hill 
had had the directing of their course he 
could hardly have done any better for 
himself than to Jet them do as they 
now have. The fact that he has al- 
ways been able to defeat his enemies in 
New York naturally inspires confidence 
among those who desire his election, 
and the machine Democrats sneer con- 
temptuously at the independents. 

The Democratic congressional com- 
mittee is hard pushed for moncy just 
now. If the civil service law did not 
stand in the way a large sum could be 
raised by assessing the employes of the 
government departments. The em- 
ployes of the capitol do not come under 
the civil service law, and they have 
been assessed, with the result of getting 
some ready money when it was badly 
needed. It is understood that Senator 
Faulkner’s visit to New York was for the 
purpose, among other things, of at- 
tempting to raise funds for the general 
cominittee from some of the wealthy 
New York Democrats.

WILSON'S WELCOME. 


Enthuslatic Reception of the Great Tariff 
Reformer by the Citizens of Charlestown 
—The Inspiriting Strains of “Dixie” Al- 
most Prowned Out by the Shouts of the 
Populace—The Statesman’s Feeling Ac- 
knowledgments. 


CHARLESTOWN, W. Va., Oct. 9.—Wil- 
liam L. Wilson was welcomed to West 
Virginia with an enthusiasm un- 
bounded in the memory of the oldest 
citizen of this quaint old town. A 
committee of 150 citizens, accompanied 
| by the Charlestown cornet brass band, 
met the train conveying Mr. Wilson 
and the Washington party at Harper's 
Ferry. As the train drew into Charles- 
| town, two additional bands hailed Mr. 
Wilson's arrival with “Dixie,” the 
‘strains of which were almost drowned 

by the shouts of 1,000 people. Hats 
‘were thrown in the air and ladies 
: waved their handkerchiefs. 
Proceeding up the principal streets 
_ to the courthouse, cheers followed the 
procession and a crowd surrounded 
Mr. Wilson’s carriage. Flags were 
‘displayed from numerous windows. 
The entire route of the procession was 
one constant ovation. 

The little courthouse could not hold 
one-half of the people who endeavored 
to crowd into it. 

In the audience were many ladies of 
Charlestown. A _ sprinkling of black 
faces looked down from the galleries 
and followed Mr. Wilson's remarks 
| with interest. 

Placed above the speakers’ stand was 
a large picture of President Cleveland, 
| flanked on either side by pictures of 
| Mr. Wilson. American flags were dis- 
| tributed about the room. 

As Mr. Wilson entered the audience 
cheered for several minutes. He was 
introduced by R. P. Chew in a brief 
speech as the “‘first citizen of the com- 
| monwealth.” This was the signal for 
| the bands to again play ““Home Again,” 
and after order was restored Mr. Wil- 
| son, with much feeling, made acknow}l- 
/edgment of the warmth of his recep- 
| tion. 

Referring to the criticisms made on 
his London speech, he said it was gar- 
bled. He did not, however. feel afraid 
to tell the people of London what he 
had told before to the people of West 
Virginia, and that was that we were 








|engaged in tearing down the tariff 
| wall, and soon we would compete 
with Great Britain for the sea-carrying 


|; trade of the world. 

Mr. Wilson did not hold that the 
present tariff law measured up to tbe 
full idea of tariff reform, but, man- 
gled as it was. it was much better than 
the old tariff law. There was not, he 
said, a single reform that the people 
could turn to the republicans in the 
hope that ther would accomplish it. 
Prosperity was returning, not with a 
rush but substantially; true prosperity, 
and gradually and permanently. 

He referred to President Cleveland 
_as having the rudder of tariff reform 
| in hand when the clouds were lower 
ing and when depression in business, 
brought on by republican mismanage- 
ment, was greatest, and bringing re- 
lief, even if partial, to the people. 

Cleveland's name was the signal for 
repeated cheers. 

Other speeches were made by Repre- 
| sentative Myer, of Pennsylvania; Col. 
| Kvd Douglas, of Hagerstown, Md., and 
Internal Revenue Collector McGraw. 

The speakers at last night's meeting 
were Hon. R. T. Barton, Winchester, 
Va.; Hon. Fred J. Nelson, Frederick 
City, Md., and Hon. Mortimer Kilgore, 
Louden county. Va.

Silas Lewis, one of the Wilburton 
Choctaw political prisoners, was to 
have been shot to death here Saturday, 
3 p.m. being the hour set for his exe- 
eution. All arrangements were per- 
fected. The prisoner, heavily man- 
acled, with arms folded, had 
taken his seat on the death box 
and the two guards stood ready 
with rifles placed to their shoulders to 
send the missiles of death into the 
prisoner's breast when a courier rode 
up, his horse foaming, and, at a dis- 
tance of a hundred yards, hailed the 
captain of the guard and ordered him 
to stop proceedings. He conveyed an 
order from Judge Holson respiting 
Lewis for thirty days, according to in- 
structions from the interior depart- 
ment. Had the rider been one minute 
later his order would have. been use- 
less. This is the tourth respite Lewis 
has had.
